Christ and Christianity Separating 

LOS ANGELES, April 1i7.-— 
{To ‘the Editor of The Times: ] 
With the executions of the church 
leaders in Russia and the thirst 
for blood among the Chris‘ian na- 
tions of Europe, we find the think- 
ing public asking the question: Is 
Christ and Christianity parting 
company? We cannot associate the 
philosophy of the one with the 
acts of the other. It is, possible 
that the failure of civilization Is 
due to the fact that it has built 
upon the foundation of a material 
interpretation of a spirituai truth; 
that in the study of the historical 
Christ the church lost sight of the 
underlying principles of peace, love 
and justice. 
The fact cannot be ignored that 
the World War was a Christian 
fight. One nation, claiming to be 
Christian, instigated another Chris- 
tian nation to pick a fizht with 
a third Christian nation. ‘jhe 
fight enlarged until twenty-three 
nations were engaged in battle. 
Nineteen of the twenty-three were 
Christian nations. Before the Unit- 
ed States and Rumania became 
parties in the cunfilict, 46,000,000 
Protestants were fighting against 
45,000,000 of their own faith. Six- 
ty-two million Roman Catholics 
were opposed to 63,000,000 of their 
kind. The Greek Catholic Church 
was not so evenly divided against 
itself, but they were on both sides 
of the battle line. The thought of 
the “Prince of Peace’ and the 
new century civilization failing 
to prevent this war is almost ir- 
reconcilable to the teachings of all 
ages. 
Dr. Eliot, former president of 
Harvard University, was justified 
in his series of lectures delivered 
in Philadelphia, calling attention 
to this condition as proof that or- 
thodox Christianity has fa'led. But 
so learned a man as Dr. Eliot 
should have distinguished the dif- 
ference between the failure of 
Christ and that of modern civili- 
tation without Chriet. The vital 
fact remains that civilization with- 
out Christ is just as great a fuil- 
ure today as it was when Egyptian 
culture, Hebrew piety. Grecian 
learning and Roman power tried 
it out. Had the philosophy of Christ 
been received, instead of his his- 
torical character studied by thie 
Europeans, there would have bee 
no World War. It is civilization 
that failed and not the principles 
advocated by Christ. 
The world conditions today re- 
veals the need of the Christ phii- 


istic minds of the spiritual teach- 
ings of Christ has taken place. 
From the crevices of the broken 
hearts of sorrow-strickén and dis- 
appointed humanity comes hope 
on weary wings. Around the shoul.

There is bigness and a certain 
glorious cfudity about some of 
their interpretations, despite the 
fact that the members achieve a 
remarkable blending. You feel 
that real men are bringing music 
to you in a really mannish way. 
The shading, the color, the rich- 
ness and expressiveness of their 
interpretations urge themselves 
convincingly upon you whatever 
play. 

ese vital and vibrant cha 
acteristics were disclosed in a om 
markably balanced and finished 
production of the String Quartet in. 
C Opus 59, No. 3, by Beethoven, and 
in the String Quartet in F by Anton 
Dvorak. In Mr. Warner's suite, a 
fantasie of light enchantment, de- 
cidedly modernistic, more delicate 
qualities of style were disclosed by 
the musicians. This work is most 
refreshing in imaginative coloring. 


The rapid movements in the vari-
